Cincds’ Needs 


No. 5—Cheaper Transportation 


In preceding articles in this series ‘Canada’s need of a larger population, 
of a return of agricultural prosperity, of world markets for its products, and 
of a greater employment of Canadian raw materiagis in home manufactures 
and domestic use has been pointed out and emphasized. As one means of 
bringing about the realization of all these improvements in our national life, 
possibly too-great stress cannot be laid upon the question which forms the 
Bubject matter of this article, namely, cheaper transportation. 

During the war years, and for a time following the Armistice, there was 
Bleady and rapid advances in rates charged by the railways of the country 
both for the carriage of passengers and freight. Rates went up by leaps 
and bounds until they far surpassed anything known previous to 1914. No 

oubt advances were inevitable and necessary under the unprecedénted con- 
ditions created by the war and the financial and. commercial upheavel follow- 
ing those years of destruction. But the culminative effect has been to place 


Buch a heavy burden upon production and business as to constitute a handi- 
cap under which all industry now languishes, 


The burden of excessively high transportation costs must now be remov- 
ed as a first and necessary step to a resumption of, that activity throughout 
the whole business world which is essential to a return of prosperity and 
plenty of employment for all 

While war-time high prices for labor and all commodities prevailed, pbusi- 
ness could earry the burden of high transportation charges Two dollars a 


bushel wheat could bear a heavy freight rate and yet leave a profit to the 
farmer, but wheat which realizes a dollar a bushel or less cannot pay the 
Same price as two dollar wheat and still leave a margin of profit to the 
grower. And what is truo of wheat is equally true in the case of livestock 
and of all articles of commerce. Yet while the prices of all articles produc- 


ed by the farmer have enormously decreased, there has been practically no 
decrease in the charges he has to pay to get his products to market, nor on 
the necessities of life which he must buy 

The result is that the prevailing high transportation charges are throt- 
tling business and ruining the producers of the country. Inevitably and ulti- 
mately the railways: themselves must suffer. If production continues unpro- 
fitable it will cease, or at all ey ents be largely decreased: Decreased pro- 
duction means less traffic for the railways, and a lowered buying power of 
the people which will mean a smaHer consumption of the products of the 
factories, and a general reduction in business and traffic all round. If the 
people are not prosperous, the railways cannot be. 

The recently adopted unanimous resolution by the 
lature demanding a reduction in freight rates, followed, asit_is predicted it 
will be, by somewhat similar declarations by the Legislatures of Alberta and 
Manitoba; ,the demand voiced by the United Farmers of Manitoba and Al- 
berta, which will be re-echoed by Saskatchewan Grain Growers; the protests 
by leading newspapers in Toronto, Montreal and other large centres, and the 
emphatic declaration by Hon. R. E. Finn, solicitor for the Nova Scotia Gov- 
ernment and the Halifax Board of Trade before the Dominion Railway Com- 
mission, that, if the Maritime Provinces are to. live industyially, and Con- | 
federation itself not weakened, they must have lower freight r 
prove that cheaper transportation is the erying 
present time; and it must be provided without d 
possible disaster is to be averted. 

In urging the immediate reduction of freight rates, there is nothing an- 
tagonistic to the railways. Quite the reverse. Everybody appreciates the 
fact that the railways cannot continue if operated at a loss, It is to the 
fnterest of everybody that they should prove profitable and be maintained 
fully efficient, and that thdse who have invested their money and given their 
energy to such enterprises—whether it be private individuals or the nation 
itself—are entitled to a just. return. 

But if present conditions are not quickly remedied the railways will soon 
be numbered Among the greatest losers of all. The railways will ‘be far 
better off with an increased and increaging volume of traffic at reasonable 
rates, than a restricted and dwindling volume at exorbitant rates. Should 
traffic continue to decline, the railways must lose unless rates are still further | 
increased to cover such loss of traffic. Rates are almost prohibitive as it 
is, and admittedly are restrictive of business. There is a point where high | 
rates operate to decrease rather than increase profits, and that point has 
already been reached, if, indeed, it has not been passed. 

It is time for a reduction in transportation charges, and the people are 
uniting in a demand that such reductions, and substantial ones at that, be 
ordered,

Of Evaporation 


The New York Independent recently 
published an account of what is call- 
od a_“Pocket Garden” taken to the 
Arctic seas. “When the MacMillan 
expedition packed up its goofs and 
chattels a short time ago and depart- 
ed for Baffin Land and the Frozen 
North on a voyage of scientific explor- 
ation, it carried along the first fresh 
fruits and ‘vegetables ever to pene- 
trate to that barren country,” says 
The Independent. “Fresh spinach 
and green corn, hew rhubarb in the 
stalk for rhubarb pies, and raw cab- 
bage for salad were included. Can 
you imagine-the scene? A midsum- 
mer dinner in the midst of icelocked 
fields and a group of fur-wrapped Es- 
quimaux to wonder and comment on 
the strange delicacies of the white 
man’s table! Fresh food, months af- 
ter it has been pulled from the gar 
den and eaten still fresh in a land} 
Where no vegetation of any sort is 
found! How is it accomplished? 
Every bit of it has been wrapped up 
simply in paper bags and stowed away 
with no greater precautions than the 
blankets or other luggage. Yet suf- 
ficient food has been carried along in 
this form to last each member of the 
party five months.” 

According to The Independent, this 
“Pocket Garden” was made possible 
by a new process of dehydration, 
which gets rid of the water in’ fruits 
and vegetables without destroying the 
original flavor, so that. by placing 
them in water for a few hours, they 
are restored to a condition of fresh- 
ness. This process is designed not for 
dehydration on a large seale in factor: 
ies; but for use on farms and in 
homes, so that the housewife, whether 
on the farm or in the town, can quick- 
ly and economically preserve’ fruits 
and vegetables for winter use. . 

Dehydrated fruit or evaporate:! 
fruit as it used to be called, bas not 
been received very favorably by the 
public in the past, because processes 
were imperfect and the resulting: pro- 
ducts unsatisfactory... Recent discov- 
eries by experts and the latest result- 
ing apparatus have now removed all 
objections, and demonstrations have 
been given at which,.those in attend- 
ance were* Unable to distinguish be- 
tween dishes prepared from the fresh 
and ffom the dehydrated and restored 
materials. 

Lf a domestic dehydrator capable of 
dispelling the water from fruits and 
vegetables without destroying the flay- 
or could be manufactured in Canada 
and sold at a price to bring it within 
the reach of every housekeeper, it 
would considerably reduce the cost of 
living both by eliminating waste and 
by reducing the cost of preserving | 
fruils and vegetables in the house- 
hold. It would save the cost Of glass 
jars and other necessities of old-fas- 
hfoned canning. Dehydrated fruits 
can be*safely kept in cardboard boxes 
such as are used for cereal ¢oods or 
even in ordinary paper bags. How- 
ever, any housekeeper who has. giass 
jars and wishes to use them for the 
purpose of storing dehydrated food} 
can put a much greater quantity of 
food in a jar than was possible when 
preserving food by old-fashioned can 
ning methods.

There has never in the past been a 
system of home drying that would 
compare favorably in convenience 
with what is known as “canning” in 
Glass jars, but it is claimed that this 
difficulty has now been solved, and 
that food can be dried in the home 
more conveniently and economically 
than it can be “canned.” 

Women prefer their home preserved 
fruit to factory canned products, not 
only because they take pride in their 
own work, but also because they know 
exactly the condition of the fruits and 
vegetables at the time they were pre- 
served, and although most of the can- 
ning factories exercise great care in 
the_selection of frults and vegetables, 
women will always have more confi- 
dence in their own selection and ~ex- 
amination. A similar preference 
would no doubt be given to home de- 
hydrated food as conipared with the 
factory product if it could be conven- 
fently dried at home in such a way 
as to preserve the original flavor, and 
packed in attractive pasteboard con- | 
tainers properly labelled. 

There exists at the present time a 
good deal of prejudice against dehy- 
drated foods owing to the fact that in 
past methods of dehydration with hot 
air, or by long exposure to the sun 
and air, the outer cells of fruits, vege- 
tables, meats and fish were destroyed 
and many of the essential oils an 
flavors escaped before the water was 
expelled ftom the inner cells. How-

Health of Dairy Cattle 


Everything Depends Upon Proper Pre 
cautions Against Infection 

The question has recently been rais- 
ed as to whether the making of high 
production records is detrimental to 
the health of dairy cattle; and wheth- 
er the risk of-disease to pure-breds is 
suflicient to deter a man-who places 
a <highi value upon the health of his 
herd from: engaging in the pure-bred 
business. To the first question the 
Veterinary Director-General of the Do- 
minion has replied that there is no 
doubt that intensive feeding to stimu- 
late excessive milk production has a 
tendeucy to lower the resistnnce of 
the body to attacks of infectious dis- 
ease, bit that if proper. precautions 
are taken against danger of infection, 
there is no reason why record making 
should interfere with maintenance ~ of 
health, Without infection no -dis- 
ease of an infectious nature, such ag 
tuberculosis, is possible... To the sec- 
ond question the Veterinary Director- 
General gjves a decided negative. 
There is, he says, if a man is willing 
to take the proper precautions, -noth- 
ing to prevent him building up a herd 
of pure-bred dairy cattle as free from 
disease as any other. He points out 
that under the accredited herd system 
now in existence, the opportunities for 
doing this are a great deal better than 
they were in former years. Pur- 
chases can now be made from accred- 
iied herds with every confidence that 
the animals are absolutely free from 
tuberculosis. 


German Toys Dumped in Britain 

Owing to complaints from British 
manufacturers that German toys are 
sold in Great Britain below prices at 
which similar goods can profitably be 
made in Britain, im consequences of 
the depreciation of German currency, 
the British board of trade’ has ap- 
pointed a committee to consider the 
question of imposing on such toys a 
special duty under. the provisions of 
the safeguarding of industries act.

Federal Government 
‘Will Provide Relief 


For 


Ottawa.—Measures for the relief of 
unemployment and distress through- 
out Canada, the necessary funds to be 
provided by © governor-general’s war- 
rants, have been approved by the 
Federal Government. 

The regulations cover the period to 
the end of the current fiscal year, 
March 31, and provide federal assist- 
ance to municipalities undertaking 
civic works during the winter months; 
to municipalities on account of the un- 
employment where work cannot be 
provided, and for the relief of distress 
in unorganized districts. 

A special feature qf the regulations 
is that in the case of unemployment 
of former members of the Canadian, 
or British forces now in Canada and 
who were discharged phydically fit, 
the government will reimburse muni- 
cipal authorities to the extent of one- 
half the disbursements made for un- 
employment relief, the provincial and 
municipal authorities to bear the re- 
maining half. 

In the case of public works under- 
taken by , municipalities with a view 
to the relief of unemployment, the 
regulations provide that the munici-
